Principal H. Rocke Robertson and 
Education^ Minister ' Jeori-Jacques Bertrand. 

The meeting had been scheduled for this week 
to discuss government grants to McGill. 

The reason given for the cancellation is that 
Bertrand has left for o party caucus. 

Executive assistant Florian Rompré said yester- 
day that Bertrand has scheduled a conference with 
Premier Johnson and Finance Minister Paul Dozois 
on the allocation of university grants. 

Rompré believes that the meeting of the three 
government officials indicates the urgency that will 
be attached to thej^talks. : • 

University^i^F^m^bn officer Albert Tunis said 
that previous talks between Dr. Robertson and Ber* 
trand had yielded no definite decision. 

The government hs informed Dr. Robertson that 
the meeting will be held "as soon as possible". 

The grant allocated to McGill last February, 
which was increased by only $98,000 over the 
previous year's figure, was considered inadequate 
by the Administration.

termed the grant an "administrative error" and 
maintained that- it would have been rectified had 
the Usage government been returned to power. 
Former l^ucation Minister Paul Gérin-Lajoie, how-

Carleton students 
plan co-op for fall 

OHAWA (CUP) - A Car- 
leton University student group 
has proposed establishment of 
an off-campus co • operative 
book store. 

Claiming lilgh prices and poor 
service are common at the uni- 
versity-operated boolc store, group 
spolcesmen -say they intend to 
establish ' their own (XM)p book 
store by next fall. 

Student support for sucbxa.ipro-- 
jcct was Indicated last ntonth't^y. 
sale of $5,000 worth of books at 
a student-run store on campus. 
It was reported this operation 
resulted in a five per cent drop 
in university book store prices. 

University president Davidson 
Dunton said the Carleton admi- 
nistration had no comment on 
such a project. 

He expained that the 10 to 
30% profit on book sales at the 
university store is invested in 
student activities. 

"The province does not sup- 
port siich activities as athletics, 
residences and cafeteria," he 
commented, "and the $18 stu- 
dents pay each year doesn't cover 
these costs." 

Dr. Dunton warned that if 
book store profits were elimina- 
ted, Carleton students would like- 
ly face a fee increase.

A Unitarian minister told the first meeting of the Student Religious Liberals yesterday that 
students should "decide for themselves what kind of stance religiously they are going to make". 



Leonard Mason, who is best 
known as the man who married 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton, maintained that intellec- 
tual rebellion encourages a 

search for personal beliefs and 
liberals must approach religion

Prices In UBC food outlets 
of five staple food items have 
bean Increased by an average- 
of 18 per cent. 

Chetse sandwiches are up 
five cants to 20 cents, milk Is 
up .Jrom;^ eight to 10 cents, 
dohufs'ffroin seven to eight 
cents, tarts from six to seven 
cents, and sticky buns from 10 
to 12, cents. 

"It's Inflation. Prices , are 
going up," said ■ Oiga Rumen, 
food services dietitian. 

Having bought two of Brock's 
miserable eheeie-sandwiches, I 
deterpiined . that The Ubyssey 
coùld^Tkê a beHer lob of 
censtructino a cheese sandwich. 

The food services' version of 
a cheese sandwich consisted of 



two slices of bread, a few shreds 
of lettuce, a small piece of 
cheese and a mere suggestion 
of salad dressing. 

According to Miss Rumen, 
most of the food services)' 
supplies are purchased from^ 
wholesalers by tender. 

The prices quoted below are 
the wholesale prices to retail 
stores. 

One medium sited head Of 
lettuce will yield 30 generous 
helpings. At the wholesale price 
of 12 cents, the per sandwich 
price is .4 cents. 

There are 384 dollops of salad 
dressing' In a 48. ounce (ar. At 
the wholesale price sandwich 
is .21 cents. 

The wholesale price of a 32 
slice package of cheese Is $1.22. . 



The sandwich cost -Is .-4 _cénts. 

Bread, in a 32-ounce loaf has 
a wholesale price of 40 cents 
and a per sandwich cost of 2.6 
cents. 

jjhe se figures totalled give an 
.^.[ingredient cost of 7.21 cents per 
sandwich. 

Using efficient methods, I can 
make 200 sandwiches per hour. 
If I pay myself $2 an hour... 
66 cents higher than the food 
services' basic wage of $1.34 an 
hour... the total cost for each 
sandwich Is only 8.21 cents. 

I can, therefore, sell my 
cheese sandwiches at 10 cents 
each, half of what the Food 
Services charge, and still turn 
a profit of 17.9 par cent.

It looks as If the drive by Mr. Dalton 
Camp and supporters, of which there are 
many, to dislodge Mr. Diefenbaker from his 
position as leader of the Progressive Con- 
servative Party might succeed this time. As 
we all know, this Is not the first time people 
In the Canadian liberal intelligentsia have 
called for Mr. Diefenbaker's scalp. After so 
many failures, however. It looks as if the 
DIef's opponents have begun to learn from 
their mistakes. 

Tactics are relatively simple. Mr. Camp 
Is campaigning for the presidency of the 
Progressive Conservative organization. He 
has let it be known that he feels a recon- 
stderatjoh of the Conservative leadership is 
overdue. To challenge Mr. Diefenbaker in 
an open convention would be political sui- 
cide. Should he be elected for the presidency 
of the party, however, Mr. Ciamp will be

able to interpret his victory as an endorse- 
ment of his claim for a leadership conven- 
tion. And a leadership convention . — and 
this is the key point — means a closed 'Vote. 
Mr. Diefenbaker showed at the last PC con- 
vention that he can still command the 
allegiance of his followers when It comes 
down to an open vote. Mr. Camp's chances 
for capturing the presidency seem very 
hopeful Indeed, since most of the Diefen- 
baker opposition comes from the executive 
of the party, the most influential wing when 
it comes to executive posts like the national 
presidency. 

It remains to be seen, however, whether 
Mr. Diefenbaker will finally bite the dust. 
From the shape of things, more especially 
from the rumblings coming out of the 
Quebec Conservative Party over the week- 
end, Mr. Diefenbaker will have a tough 
-time drumming up support. 

What is more distressing, however, and 
more important, is the general attitude sur- 
rounding' this latest attempt to bring down 



the old warrior, it hasn't really differed from 
past attempts, and When you come to think 
of It, the opinion makers of this beloved 
country have, hounded John G. Diefenbaker 
almost from the day he took office. To find 
out why, our readers would perhaps best 
refer to George Grant's Lament For A Nation. 
. Certain salient stands of the Diefenbaker era 
vvould best be gone over here. 

Like who remembers the time John 
George told American corporations that 
Canada will not be subservient Jo . their 
Interests? Or who recalls- the day wKen^yohn 
George stood alone, in the House of Com- 
mons, a pock of hungry Liberals and defect- 
ed Conservatives at his throat, and told the 
Canadian people and American Government 
that Canada would not accept nucleor 
weapons on Canadian soil? Certainly Mr. 
Diefenbaker misunderstood much of con- 
temporary Canadian realities. It is quite 
likely that he never realized the extent to 
which American corporations control our 
economy or the complexity of Quebec's 
demands on Confederation. But one thing 
he did dot and that was buck the Liberal 
establishment , in Canada. It is that same 
Liberal establishment that has howled for 
his blood ever since. 

Presuming Mr. Diefenbaker does get 
defeated, that event alone will not help the 
sagging fortunes of the Conservative party. 
The people who clamor for him to step down 
talk about democratization of party structure 
and revitalization through youth. One can- 
not help getting the feeling that all they 
are interested in doing is bringing th& 
Progressive Conservative party back into the 
Liberal establishment from which, as Diefen- 
baker's fate shows, it never really escaped.

I wish to take exception to 
y the complacency, or mattcr-of- 
factncss witti whicti you drew 
ttie conclusion to your editorial 
of Sept. 27 — that tlie present 
unrest among ttie lal)our force 
is due to their desire to occupy 
a "vastly improved economic 
position and a greater feeling 
of participation in society.'" 

You, sir, as do many others 
who would seem to condone a 
socialistic. levelling of mankind, 
apparently fail to take a fruit* 
ful look at where man is head- 
ed. For one thing, labour does 
not wish a greater participation 
in society, for to participate 
. further would stipulate greater 
^sponsibility — a condition 
l?whlch It Is not anxious to 
accept. For, the labourer, by 
his very occupation would de- 
monstrate his rejection of res- 
ponsibility, either by necessity 
or choice. Therefore, he is, in 
general, less socially capable 
than those in administrative 
positions, or others of greater 
responsibility or' initiative than 
his own. 

Now whether or not we are 
willing to rec(>gnlze the situa- - 
tion, we live in a world where 
the .in^pà^é^ye no exalted 
ptoce?fOiîe!Meâ^hbt be a zoo- 
logist or anthropologist to real- 
ize that the survival of the fit' 
test is the only system under 



which a species can progress. 
Exultation of the weak of any 
species, including the human 
race, will eliminate its pro- 
gress as a species. However 
hard it may. seem, this is one 
of the facta of lUe. 

Fully do I appreciate that 
what I say contradicts, almost 
completely, the socialist ideo- 
logy. Certain aspects of social- 
ism, it is true, are good and 
have a qualified place hi mo- 
dem society — but only when 
these measures are designed to 
help the strong in temporary' 
misfortune, and not to supi>ort 
the weak. By supporting the 
weak, we arc betraying the 
human species. 

The sooner wo accept this 
somewhat cold-blooded situa- 
tion, the better. The weak must 
retain a lésser position — la- 
bour can never expect 'equal- 
ity with administration; they 
may expect a fair portion of 
life's increasing affiuency, but 
not the lion's share. Time has 
proven what I say, and will 
continue to do so. Only through 
a Vl)aBicàlIy liberal system will 
society progress, for through 
such socialism as labour desires 
will the human race stagnate as 
a species.

Equals Sartre 

Dear Sir, . ■ 

Although I am not to6*8ijre.''' 
Sartre's preface in any way 
elucidates "our part in their 
(the French Canadian separa- 
tist) violence" the article does 
bring to the surface the major 



problem of modern political re- 
volution. For Sartre, to be a 
European "is to be an accom- 
pllce of colpniaUsm,'4:The hu- 
manlsin of%estern^cuIture has 
turned out to be "an ideology 
of lies, a perfect justification 
for pillage." The only alterna- 
tive It seems is political revo- 
lution and the subsequent vio- 
lenccr for to be nonviolent is 
to perpetuate the terrorism of 
o^her ^countries, to be silent is 
to be/complicit, it is impossible 
to. {full our irons out of the 
fire. Latirlcr LaPlerre was re- 
ferring to this very necessity 
when he .suRgcsted that an apo- 
lotical approach was a Fascist 
approach. Now the problem is 
to examine the moral position 
of the advocated revolution. 
Camus proposes, "In that every 
action today leads to murder, 
direct or indirect, we cannot 
^act .until we know whether or 
?^wl«r;iwe have the right to kill". 
Implicit in Sartre's concept is 
that the murder and violence, 
Sartre docs not shrink "from 
these terms, necessitated by po- 
litical revolution can. be ac- 
complished with impunity,' for 
they are accomplished in the 
name of freedom. But "the mo- 
ment that life is recognized as 
good It becomes good for all 
men," whether they be the 
Fascist or the slave. 

Granted that not one of our 
western values exists "that isn't 
stained with blood". But if 
,;;Sartre allows these words to 
carry tl.elr own moral con- 
demnation may we not turn 
them around and ask Sartre, 
and the separatists; ^ and the 
Trotskyites, and all' political 
revolutionaries, which of your 



values is not stained with 
blood ? Moreover, nor can these 
views be disregarded as overly 
moralistic and unrealistic, for 
indeed every major revolution 
organized in response to terro- 
rism has ended In terrorism. 
Ivan Karamazov asks the quest- 
ion, In creating a society "with 
the object of making men 
happy in the end . . . (if), it was 
essential and inevitable to tor- 
ture, to death only one tiny 
creature — that baby beating 
its brëast with Its fists for 
instance — and to form that 
edifice on its unavenged tears, 
would you consent to be the 
architect of those conditions?" 
Certainly static reslgiiatloii Im- 
plies murder, but does not po- 
litical revolution amount to ihe 
same thing?

May I encit student com- 
menU;p0f>^ Daily v. readers -^.to a 
situation^ -'^ regarding rediiced 
fares in transportation for stu- 
dents? 

In order to purchase scholars' 
tickets at reduced . prices : stu- 
dents must present identifica- 
tion cards from the Canadian 
Passenger Association, proving 
that they are entitled to this 
privilege.. Ho\yever, to obtain 
this identification card you 
must not only supply two photo- 
graphs of yourself and proof of 
daily and regular attendance at 
an institution of learning, but 
you must also prove that you 
are under 21 years of age. 

I submit that while the 
former requirements are just 
and necessary to restrict these 
cards to students, the latter re- 
quirement is a discriminating 
force against age, and also 
against students from areas 
where an additional year in- 
dutied in high school educa- 
tion .sets, the average age of. 
graduates entering university at 
eighteen to nineteen years. 

Certainly it is reasonable to 
restrict these privileges to those 
who are full time students, and 
obstruct their use by persons 
who are regularly employed. 
However, since becoming twen- 
ty-one does not magically de- 
crease student expenses nor 



does it suddenly provide a sup- 
plementary income, I submit 
that this arbitrary age limit is 
useless, and more directly, dis- 
criminatory. Certainly, any pri- 
vilege which excludes scholars 
twenty-one and over should not 
be titled a "Scholar's Permit". 

Is there nothing we can do to 
alleviate this situation?

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'We re not outclassed 
in this league"' Mooney

Redmon head coach Tom Mooney is naturally disappoint- 
ed that his football team was not ablé to win their first league 
start against Queen's Golden Gaels. However, Mooney says 
that the game served a valuable purpose. 

"We found out that we're not Queen's, Injuring six players 



outclassed in this league", says 
the coach "and now the boys 
realize that we can beat any 
team in the league". 

Despite a Redmen collapse in 
the last 17 minutes that allowed 
Gaels to score two touchdowns, 
the team proved that they have 
the ability and desire to beat the 
Gaels in their next meeting.

Errors due to inexperience, es- 
pecially in the first half con- 
tributed to the disappointing out- 
come.

A sputtering offence in the se- 
cond half proved disastrous. 

"We're still not thinking of 
the situation when we ninTsbme 
of our plays. This is because of 
inexperience, especially' at 
quarterback," says Mooney. 

The coach is pleased that the 
team was hustling and hitting 
hard throughout the game. Phy- 
sically, Redmen trampled over

Good line play 
The offensive line, considered 
a possible weak spot because of 
five rookies, turned in a strong 
performance. Pass protection for 
quarterbacks Robin McNeil and 
John Feildcrs was good enough 
to allow the passers plenty of 
time to complete their passes. 

"Our line did extremely well", 
notes Mooney, "but they're ca- 
pable of improving on running 
plays."

Spotlighting... the kicking cop

student, and perhaps the first "kicking cop" in 
Canadian Intercollegiate Football. 

George Is single, 28 years old, and looks back 
on nine exciting and thoroughly busy years with 
the Force. He started "on the beat" after gradua- 
ting from the High School of Montreal. In 1059, 
he began night courses at Sir George Williams 
University, was graduated with a B.A., majoring 
in Psychology in 1065. . 



The same year he enrolled at McGill Univer- 
sity and is presently in 2nd year Law. He 
recalls the midnight to 8 am shift as a 
Constable "on the Main". "Morality work, under- 
cover activities, and the ambulance squad were 
some of my duties with the Force." 

. Since 1062, he has been closely associated with 
Public Relations for tlie Police Department. Of 
particular interest is the weekly TV show, 
"Police in Action" and daily radio reports. 

Police Director. Jean Paul Gilbert refers tp 
Sergeant Springate (he was promoted, in April, 
1065) as "a credit to the Montreal Policemen. 
He has been able to effectively combine his 
studies' with efficient Police work." 

Director Gilbert is equally sportsmindcd and 
wrestles dally at the Local "Y" to keep in top 
condition. 

"Sergeant Springate", continued Director 
Gilbert, "is typical of the quality of the men we 
expect on the Force. He has earned 13 citations 
for bravery since he joined the Force." 

Not only the top brass are interested in 
George. The "Midnight Men" frequently stopped 
in at McGill's pre-season, 6 am' practices. 
"TheyVe not supposed to", said George, "but 
thoy enjoy watching an officer hustling through 
exhausting football drills." 

Spectators haye called him the fleet-footed 
flatfoot, keystone kid and the kicking cop. In 
an exhibition game against St Mary's, when 
George was roughed up after the whistle, he 
stood up, slowly moved away, indicating he 
wanted no part of dirty play. The fans yelled, 
"'Go ahead, play rough George, but no police 
brutality." Others chimed in, "Give him a 
ticket, George." 

Rough grind 

Asked about his spare time, George said, "I 
don't have any time for anything. The easiest 
way to explain it is to say it's a rough grind." 
Would you believe football. Law studies and a 
regular police week keep him occupied! 

About Redmen Coach Mooney, he admitted, 
"The coach has gotten me into tremendous shape 
and I don't give him any problems." 

He is due to retire from the Force in eleven 
years. What then? "I would like to continue 
working for the public, which is what I feel I 
have learned a great deal about in my Police 
career." Who knows, George may have the 
makings of a Member of Parliament. 

In the meantime, the "kicking cop" con- 
tributes to an exciting brand of Intercollegiate 
Football.
